Speculation 
Mounts On 
Candidates 


Eisenhower Illness 
Changes Picture In 
Presidential Camps 


WASHINGTON 
Ufi-Eight 
gov­ 
ernors and s e v e r a l senators 
em erged today as potential con­ 
tenders with Adlai E. Stevenson 
for a Democratic presidential nom­ 
ination suddenly m ade attractive 
by the possibility that President 
Eisenhower m ay not run again. 
There was a growing belief that 
Eisenhower, hit by a m oderate 
heart attack in Denver Saturday, 
will not seek nor let himself be 
pressured into accepting a second 
term nomination. 
That would leave the Republi­ 
cans without a strongly entrenched 
candidate for the GOP nomination. 
Republican talk has been limited 
largely to the hope that Eisen­ 
hower would run again. 
Some Republican strategists saw 
Vice President Nixon having the 
strongest support from among the 
state 
chairmen, 
governors 
and 
others who m ake up the core of 
the Republican organization, but 
they were not sure Nixon could 
win the nomination even with the 
blessing of President Eisenhower. 
Chief Justice Earl W arren, form­ 
er California governor and a form­ 
er presidential aspirant, m ade it 
clear Sunday he has not changed 
his mind about refusing to run 
again. 
His name sprang back into pos­ 
sible speculation along with those 
of former Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York, Gov. Christian Her- 
ter of M assachusetts, Secretary of 
Hie 
Treasury 
Humphrey, 
Sen. 
Dirksen of Illinois and two Cali­ 
fornians who might cause Nixon 
trouble in his home state—Gov 
Goodwin J. Knight and Sen. Wil­ 
liam F. Knowland, minority Sen­ 
ate leader. 
Son e Democrats saw the possi 
bilify of Eisenhower’s withdrawal 
as strengthening Stevenson’s cand 
Idacy, though it touched off back­ 
stage activity by a covey of poten­ 
tial Democratic favorite son cand­ 
idates. 
In losing to Eisenhower in 1952 
Stevenson polled more than 27 mil­ 
lion votes, a higher total than any 
other m em ber of his party hac 
eyer assembled in a presidential 
election. 
Some Democratic strategists rea 
soned that if Stevenson could reg 
ister such strength against Eisen­ 
hower, he might be expected to 
* win a contest against any other 
Republican. 
Among the Democratic gover 
Hors, the nam e of Averell H arri­ 
m an of New York led all the rest 
Harrim an 
already has 
received 
some intensive support for the 
nomination 
from 
Carmine 
De- 
Sapio, New York national com 
m itteem an 
and 
Tammany 
Hall 
leader. 
Harrim an has said he is for 
Stevenson. But that has not pre­ 
cluded speculation that if he be­ 
lieves Stevenson cannot m ake the 
grade he will try for the nomina­ 
tion himself. 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams of 
Michigan stands out as another 
possibility. He probably would face 
even 
stronger 
opposition 
from 
Southern m em bers of the party 
than either Stevenson or Harrim an 
because of his participation in ef­ 
forts to force the so-called “ party 
loyalty’* rule on the 1952 Demo­ 
cratic convention.

NEW WATERFORD — Charles 
Jam es Hubbard, 3, youngest in a 
family of IO children, was injured 
fatally Saturday afternoon when he 
ran into the path of a neighbor’s 
car shortly after returning from 
the village’s annual homecoming 
parade. 
The boy, a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Leon F. Hubbard, died at 4:15 in 
South Side Hospital at Youngstown 
about two hours after he w a s 
struck by the auto of Arthur Crowl 
26. Dr. David A. Belinky, Mahon 
ing County coroner, said death re 
suited from a fractured skull. 
The child’s death raised to 23 
the num ber killed in Columbiana 
County traffic accidents in 1955. 
The toll was 17 at the sam e time 
in 1954. Authorities said it was the 
first traffic fatality in New Wa­ 
terford in at least 15 years. 
Salem State Highway Patrolm en 
said the child ran onto Boardman 
St. in front of his home into the 
path of Crowl’s southbound car. 
Crowl was not held. 
A few moments before the trage­ 
dy, Mrs. Hubbard and the fam ily’s 
younger c h i l d r e n had returned 
from a parade in which the father, 
a volunteer fireman, participated. 
The father had gone from the p ar 
ade to a football game, part of 
the homecoming festivities. 
The child was born June 26. 1952, 
at New W aterford.

The Communists 
said at Geneva no charges had 
been filed against the 12 and they 
were free to leave. 
The Chinese Reds also promised 
the “ expeditious” release of 19 
other American civilians held in 
China but none in this group has 
been returned.

Papers Waited 
By Peron Ship 


Gunboat Quits Dock 
At Buenos Aires, 
Anchors In Estuary 


BUENOS AIRES im — Argen­ 
tina’s fallen dictator Juan Domingo 
Peron was three miles closer to 
freedom 
today 
but 
awaited 
a 
promised safe conduct from the 
revolutionary 
government 
which 
overthrew him. 
The little Paraguayan gunboat 
on which Peron had been a refugee 
for nearly a week pulled away 
from its Buenos Aires dock late 
Sunday afternoon* It dropped an­ 
chor in the vast Plate River Estu­ 
ary, three miles offshore and still 
within Argentine territory. 
The Paraguayan Em bassy said 
the gunboat was awaiting delivery 
of the safe conduct papers, prom­ 
ised by the new government Sat­ 
urday, before setting out on the 
900-mile voyage up the Parana 
and Paraguay rivers to Asuncion 
More than two thirds of the four- 
day 
trip 
is 
through 
Argentine 
territory. 
Delivery of the papers was ex 
pected at any tim e. There was no 
indication that Provisional Presi­ 
dent Eduardo Lonardi’s 
regim e 
had changed its mind about letting 
Peron go in accordance with the 
Latin-American tradition of per­ 
mitting ousted political leaders to 
find asylum abroad. 
Paraguayan 
Ambassador Juan 
Chaves said Peron and his aide 
Maj. Ignacio Cialceta were the 
only 
refugees on 
the 
gunboat 
E arlier Sunday a pretty young 
brunette was seen on the ship but 
it was not known whether she had 
stayed aboard. One report saic 
she was a friend of Cialceta.

Assure President’s 
Plans Will Go On 


WASHINGTON <JV-The United 
States governm ent went to work 
on a business-as-usual policy today 
despite the loss of President Ei­ 
senhower’s active leadership for 
an indefinite period. 
The National Security Council 
now becomes the m ost im portant 
policy-making agency in the gov­ 
ernm ent. A strong advisory group, 
it now 
affords 
the 
mechanism 
through 
which 
Vice 
President 
Nixon m ay act in some degree as 
a substitute president, and others 
can share problems which other­ 
wise would be the President’s. 
To a lesser degree the Cabinet 
also provided a continuing body to 
carry on the adm inistration’s poli­ 
cies. 
Assurances 
that the domestic 
and foreign policies and operations 
of the Eisenhower administration 
will go forward without a hitch 
came quickly Sunday from Nixon 
and three 
Cabinet secretaries— 
Dulles 
of 
State, 
Humphrey 
of 
Treasury and Benson of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Eisenhower retains the full pow­ 
ers of the presidency, but many 
of his responsibilities and much 
m ore of the work load that normal­ 
ly would be his can be delegated 
to others. 
Even while recuperating from 
the heart attack which struck him 
Saturday, Eisenhower presum ably 
could sign papers and m ake those 
decisions im portant enough to be 
brought to his attention. 
At Denver, White House Press 
Secretary Jam es C. Hagerty said 
the Justice D epartm ent has been 
asked to decide what powers m ay 
be delegated. 
The Constitution provides that 
the vice president take over in 
case on the rem oval of the Presi­ 
dent, 
his death, 
resignation 
or 
‘inability to discharge the powers 
and duties of office.” 
Only when a president has died 
nas a vice president ever taken 
over, however. No president has 
ever retired while in office, al­ 
though the possibility was dis­ 
cussed after President Woodrow 
Wilson suffered a stroke Oct. 2, 
1919. He finished cat the 17 months 
of his term and survived for three 
more .years. 
The three Cabinet m em bers gave 
their assurances Sunday as they 
left Washington for Ottawa and 
economic 
and trade talks with 
Canadian officials. 
Dulles told reporters that Ei­ 
senhower has “ forged a team ” of 
his top officials who know their 
respective tasks. This team , he 
added, can carry on with full ef­ 
fectiveness perm itting “ a m p l e 
tim e” for the President to recover 
without jeopardizing the nation. 
He said he himself planned to 
continue with preparations for the 
Geneva Big Four foreign minis­ 
ters’ conference opening Oct. 27. 
Humphrev, also emphasizing the 
team aspect, told newsmen, “You 
can count on the functions of the 
government continuing in the ab­ 
sence of the President. 
Benson said there would be no 
change in agricultural program s. 
Nixon, at his home here, said 
the administration team will carry 
out Eisenhower’s “ well-defined for­ 
eign and domestic policies,” and 
added 
“ I ^emphasize that both Cabinet 
m eetings 
and National Security 
Council meetings will go ahead in 
the same way as if the President 
had not had his illness.” 
These assurances were designed 
not only to prevent the develop­ 
m ent of any feeling of alarm in this 
country but also to calm any fears 
of uncertainty in the rest of the 
world 
about 
Am erica’s 
future 
course. 
They were carried extensively in 
overseas broadcasts of the Voice 
of America.

The State Supreme Court con­ 
vened its fall term at Pittsburgh 
today, with an appeal on behalf 
of Wable high on the agenda. Atty. 
A. C. Scales, appointed by t h e 
W estmoreland County C o u r t as 
counsel for Wable, sought to per­ 
suade the state’s highest court that 
the execution should be delayed 
for further investigation of n e w 
evidence. 
On virtually the same grounds, 
ie also has appealed to Gov. Lead­ 
er to grant a respite. Either the 
court or the governor has authority 
to Call off the scheduled execution. 
But Scales, ending a fruitless 
search in Cleveland, Ohio, for ad­ 
ditional testimony, yesterday ad­ 
m itted to newsmen “I ’ve just about 
given up hope.** 
Sheriff Howard Thomas reported 
he would wait until the Supreme 
Court has ruled before transferring 
Wable from the county jail at near­ 
by Greensburg to the death house 
at Rockview. The t r i p requires 
about three hours. 
Wabie was reported c a l m but 
tense as the hour of decision ap­ 
proached.

Bailey Bares 
Pessimism On 
Tariff Picture 


Later Concessions 
To Foreign Nations 
Seen By Legislator 


WASHINGTON (ft — An ill omen 
f o r West Virginia industry was 
seen today by Rep. Bailey (D- 
WVa) in a new move to cut tar­ 
iffs. 
“ While the new proposals may 
affect West Virginia only slight­ 
ly,” Bailey said, “ they afford 
storm warning of what we may 
expect later.” 
Bailey referred in an interview 
to a new offer by the United 
States to consider further tariff 
cuts. 
The S t a t e 
Departm ent’s an­ 
nouncement said his country will 
consider cuts on nearly two billion 
dollars of foreign imports. The con­ 
cessions will come up for negotia 
lions next January in Geneva with 
representatives of 25 non - Com 
m unist nations. 
Bailey said West Virginia ap­ 
peared to be affected only as to 
tobacco and plate glass in the list­ 
ing of the m ost im portant items 
on which duties might be cut. 
But these new offers to cut 
tariff duties,” he said, “ can be 
considered as a stop toward later 
concessions to 
foreign 
countries 
which m ay directly affect West- 
Virginia industries.” 
Bailey, a leader in a fight last 
session to block extension of the 
reciprocal trade act, said lowering 
import duties on agricultural pro­ 
ducts would hurt farm ers already 
unhappy over farm prices. 
“ But those who are so eager to 
boost trade with foreign countries 
tries,” he added, “will enthusias­ 
tically tram ple over the interests 
of farm ers and small industries. 
“These new offers can be con­ 
sidered an opening wedge 
f o r 
m ore concessions which, judging 
from past experience, will be made 
without regard to such enterprises 
as our glass, pottery and marble 
industries in West Virginia.” 
The listing announced by 
the 
State D epartm ent also included au­ 
tomobiles and various m etals. 


His Condition 
Still ‘Stable/ 
Doctors Say 


President Will Be 
Examined Later By 
Noted Heart Expert 


DENVER {ft — President Eisen­ 
hower’s crack team of physicians 
reported today that he had a “ com­ 
fortable night” and that his con­ 
dition “ rem ains stable.” 
The IO a. rn. bulletin a l s o 
announced that the stricken presi­ 
dent would be examined again 
later in the morning by one of the 
world’s foremost heart specialists, 
Dr. Paul Dudley White of Boston. 
The latest word on Eisenhower’s 
condition cam e after his doctors 
iliad described his Saturday heart 
attack as “ m oderate” — neither 
mild nor serious. 
That m edical report was put out 
by the doctors Sunday afternoon. 
Today’s terse advisory note was 
elephoned from Fitzsimons Army 
Hospital by White House press sec­ 
retary Jam es C. Hagerty. It said: 
“ The President had a comfort­ 
able night. 
• 
“ His condition rem ains stable. 
“ Dr. White will see him again 
this m orning.” 
It was signed by Maj. Gen. How­ 
ard M. Snyder, the White House 
physician, and by Col. Byron E. 
Pollock, chief of heart services at 
Fitzsimons. 
Prayerful wishes for speedy re­ 
covery of the President, who will 
be 65 Oct. 14, poured into the tem ­ 
porary White House from all over 
the world. 
Dr. Paul Dudley White of Bos­ 
ton’s M assachusetts General Hos­ 
pital, an eminent heart specialist 
who flew to Denver, said: 
“ Even if this is a mild case (and 
he later called it m oderate), th® 
President will have to take things 
easy for a couple of months. If 
he gets by the next two weeks, 
then you can say he probably will 
be all right.” 
“Another term for the President 
is quite conceivable,” he added be­ 
fore returning to Boston. 
The attack seemed to have raised 
an overriding likelihood that Eisen­ 
hower would decide against seek­ 
ing re-election. He said himself 
last Aug. 4 the state of his health 
would be an im portant factor in his 
decision. 
Ju st a couple of weeks ago he 
told Republican chairmen from the 
48 states to dismiss from their 
minds the idea of the indispensa­ 
ble man—and not to “ pin your 
flag . . . tightly to one m ast . . .’* 
Because, he said, “ humans are 
frail and they are m ortal.” 
Although 
cautiously 
favorable 
reports cam e from the hospital 
here, Eisenhower aides dealt with 
the question of whether presiden­ 
tial authority could be delegated 
to other federal officials in the 
event of an emergency. There is 
no question that some authority 
can be, but the White House asked 
the Justice Departm ent for a for­ 
m al legal opinion as to how wide 
the field m ay be. 
Doctors characterized the heart 
attack as “ m oderate” in the after­ 
noon bui'.etin. It had been first de­ 
scribed as a “ mild coronary throm­ 
bosis,” a clotting of blo<xi in a 
branch of the arteries which supply 
blood to the heart muscles. 
The designation “ mild” was used 
only once—in the Saturday after­ 
noon announcement that the Presi­ 
dent had been stricken. The switch 
to “ m oderate” came after he had 
been examined by White and an­ 
other leading heart specialist who 
flew here from the East. 
Eisenhower’s illness, 
first an­ 
nounced as a “ digestive upset” 
by Dr. Snyder, brought his son 
John, an Army m ajor, from Wash­ 
ington yesterday. The chief execu­ 
tive’s wife moved Saturday night 
from the Denver home of her moth­ 
er Mrs. John S. Doud to Fitz­ 
simons Hospital, where she took

He said, “The people 
should not be denied a full opportunity to hear 
or see the artist’s expression of a contrary 
opinion.** 
During the (tying gasps of the Peron regime 
In Argentina, citizens of that country were 
jailed for showing disrespect of the dictator. 
Ridicule and contrary opinion are intolerable 
in dictatorships. 
The thing that ultimately would become in­ 
tolerable in popular governments on the other 
hand, would be the attitude that ridicule and 
contrary opinion have ceased to be tolerable. 
Vice President Nixon has snown that disre­ 
spect is in no immediate danger of being re­ 
garded as a crime in the United States, as far 
as he is concerned. 


Beware Of Automoticide! 


This is an observation about automobile traf­ 
fic from a novel point of view. Instead of deal­ 
ing with the preservation of human beings, it 
deals with the preservation of automobiles. 
The head of New York City’s transit workers 
popped off the other day with a proposal to 
ban automobiles on Manhattan Island, to force 
New Yorkers to ride subways. 
This led to 
some remarks by Andrew J. Sordoni, presi­ 
dent of American Automobile Association. 
He said it is being overlooked by smarter 
men than the boss of the transit workers in 
New York City that the quickest way to ruin a 
city is to get into a crackdown state of mind 
about automobiles. If there were no traffic 
congestion problems in cities, there would be 
no cities, he explained. 
The crime of automoticide is proving to be 
attractive to a great many people who should 
know better. They are giving either tacit or 
active approval to rules and practices which 
have the effect of discouraging the idea that 
automobiles can and should be used more, not 
less, by making it easier instead of harder to 
use them enjoyably. 
Life would be simpler if automobiles could 
be driven out of existence; no doubt about it. 
It would be even simpler if people could be 
gotten rid of, too. People clutter up the place, 
too, but they are mighty useful when you treat 
them right.

What About The Fund For The Republic? 


Object Lesson In Chicago 


For most of us, credit control is hocus-pocus 
carried on by financial brain-busters under the 
authority of the federal government. 
The tools these geniuses use are interest 
rates, rediscount rates and the terms on which 
government securities are sold. We don’t un­ 
derstand how ifs done. Our puzzlement is 
deepened by rumors that the brain - busters 
are none too sure, either. 
But there is one kind of credit control every­ 
body can understand. It was taught to all of 
us on the day the teacher explained that if 
Johnny has two apples and gives one apple 
to Mary he then has only one apple. 
The ultimate control of credit is in the minds 
of creditors and debtors who can add and sub­ 
tract. An immigrant couple in Chicago killed 
each other a few days ago during a quarrel 
over their debts. They failed in arithmetic. 
Creditors had let these foolish people pile up 
monthly payments of considerably more than 
half their monthly income. They fell behind, 
borrowed to make up the deficits, still couldn’t 
catch up and finally were at the end of their 
rope. 
There is no substitute for personal judgment 
in the use of credit. Brain-busters can do noth­ 
ing to offset the damage that can be done 
xvhen foolish debtors and careless creditors get 
their pointed heads together and cook up a 
financial fiasco. 


There are several kinds of tax­ 
free money, but there is no cate­ 
gory which permits political acti­ 
vity. The issue then is: WTiat is 
a political acti­ 
vity? The Fund 
for the Repub­ 
lic, established 
by the F o r d 
F o u n d a- 
tion which 
is 
fed by the pro­ 
fits of the Ford 
Motor Co., de­ 
fines its o w n 
function as fol- 
George Sokolsky lows: 
“T h e 
Fund for the Republic was estab­ 
lished to deal with problems that 
exist today. It expects to spend its 
principal as fast as this can be 
judiciously done. It is not engaged 
in t h e support of long-term re­ 
search. It is not interested in schol­ 
arship as such. Nor is it concerned 
with general education. Its efforts 
are focused on the immediate is­ 
sues of civil liberties. When it en­ 
gages in research, or sponsors it, 
the Fund is seeking to obtain an­ 
swers to questions that are p r e s s ­ 
ing now.” 


IN A WORD, it is not a scholarly 
or research organization; it is not 
engaged in education or charity. It 
exists to deal with problems of the 
day. 
Further in the report, the Fund 
specifies the problems of the day 
which concern it: 
“A political party in this coun­ 
try has been identified with t h e 
‘enemy.’ Those associated with this 
party, therefore, have come under 
suspicion as an imminent danger 
to the state. In view of the weap­ 
ons now available and of the exam­ 
ples of subversion that other coun­ 
tries have offered, the danger has 
seemed great, though often mys­ 
terious and intangible. It has ap­ 
peared that the peril to the coun­ 
try could be dealt with only by 
methods that drastically departed 
from those which have character­ 
ized Anglo - American jurispru­ 
dence.” 
What is the name of the “politi­ 
cal party that has been identified 
with the ‘enemy’?” Obviously, it 
is the Communist party, U.S.A. 
Are we to take it, from this state­ 
ment, that the Ford Foundation 
has contributed $15,000,000 to The 
Fund for the Republic to defend 
the Communist party? 


APPARENTLY Robert Hutchins, 
who wrote the report from which I 
quote, surely could not have meant 
the Republican party or the Demo­ 
cratic party or even the Liberal

party, for it is only the Communist 
party which has been 
identified 
with the “enemy.” (The quotation 
marks are Hutchins!) 
Further, we might ask: who is 
this “enemy”? Hutchins also leaves 
that name out, perhaps from coy­ 
ness. Well, we know who the enemy 
is, because this country has been 
sorely taxed by him. ^he “enemy” 
is Soviet Russia and its agent in 
the United States is the Communist 
party. 
It might, in this connection, be 
of value to report the findings of 
the Australian commission on this 
subject: 
“Withoyt Communism, S o v i e t 
espionage could have no hope of 
success in this country and the 
existence here of Communists who 
were and are willing to act to the 
prejudice of Australia was t h e 
fundamental cause of the forma­ 
tion of our security service and 
necessitates its retention in i t s 
present role as a ‘fourth service’ 
essential to the security and de­ 
fense of Australia.” 
So, Robert Hutchins, having stat­ 
ed the problem which faces the 
Fund for the Republic, proceeds 
to dodge it: 
“The Fund for the Republic takes 
no position on these matters, be­ 
yond affirming its faith in t h e 
principles upon which our govern­ 
ment is founded, as set forth in 
the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution.” 


WHEREUPON it sends investiga­ 
tors all over the country to dis­ 
cover what has been done to inter­ 
fere with the free functioning of 
Communists in the United States. 
Some of these investigators have 
long been rejected by opponents of 
Communism. With one exception, 
for instance, those who tried lo 
contact me were objectionable to 
me both as persons and for their 
prior political activities. One is not 
required to receive in his home or 
at his office a person whom he 
would not ordinarily receive only 
because that person got a job with 
the Fund for the Republic. 
What this report of the Fund for 
the Republica indicates to me, as 
a student of these problems and 
methods, is that the Fund, as an 
action organization, is attempting 
to use the $15,000,000 that the Ford 
Foundation has given it, to t a k e 
over the work of the congressional 
committees and to smother a l l 
anti-Communist investigations and 
activities. 
If that is its intention, it will 
fall. If that is not its intention, 
why interfere with the congression­ 
al committees?

‘Big Blows’ Have Been Off Course

War On Weeds 
WASHINGTON 
There is one war going on today 
that never makes the headlines, 
even though it costs $4,000,000,000 
a year. 
It’s tee constant battle between 
the farmer and the weed. 
Weeds are among the most ex­ 
pensive pests farmers have to fight. 
Annual losses due to the lowly 
weed are estimated at $4,000,000,000 
according to t h e 
Manufacturing 
Chemists Assn. 
Besides being soil-robbers, weeds 
are water - pilferers. The average 
ragweed — the bane of hayfever 
sufferers — soaks up three times 
the amount of water needed by a 
corn plant. 
But farmers are getting a scien­ 
tific lift in the fight. A number of 
synthetic weed - killers are help­ 
ing farmers to increase production. 
One application of weed - killer 
2, 4D, costing about $2.50 an acre, 
resulted in an Oklahoma rancher 
increasing forage and beef pro­ 
duction by over 50 per cent, the 
association said. 
Chemicals used in wheat-growing 
land added three bushels more an 
acre. And in the com country, use 
of chemical control has shown in­ 
creased yields of from IO to 40 
bushels per acre.

Easterners digging out from the 
debris left by hurricane Ione and 
wondering why the big blows have

That’s the word from Jerome 
Namias, t h e Weather Bureau’s 
expert on why hurricanes go north 
and behave as nastily as they do. 
Ione’s victims may be surprised to 
know they have just been “bathed 
in a sub - tropical easterly,” ac­ 
cording to Namias. 
He attributes Ione’s course to a 
misplaced westerly wind, says the 
same thing caused this summer’s 
abnormal 
northern 
state 
heat 
wave, and predicts that “in due 
course” tee hurricane belt will 
get back below Cape Hatteras, 
“where it belongs.” 
As chief of the bureau’s extend­ 
ed forecast section, Namias had 
time to explain hurricanes while 
his superiors were busy tracking 
Ione’s erratic course. 


THAT THE U.S. Middle a n d 
North Atlantic coast has become 
a big blow target he ascribes to 
easterly versus westerly winds. 
“Normally,” 
s a y s 
Namias, 
“prevailing 
westerlies 
(winds 
from the west) circulate over the 
northern 
United 
States. 
Below 
Florida, however, and on down to­ 
ward the Equator, where hurri­ 
canes are born, winds normally 
blow from east to west.” 
Thus, the expert explains, hurri­ 
canes moving up from the Carib­ 
bean normally blow across Cen­ 
tral America or, at the worst 
(from the U.S. point of view), 
come up the Florida coast to Cape 
Hatteras 
where 
the 
westerlies 
take over and move them out into 
the Atlantic. 
“But,” says Namias, ‘‘t h e s e 
currents of prevailing winds me­ 
ander like great rivers and every 
now and then they go thousands of 
miles off course. 


“IN THE LAST COUPLE of 
years we have been going through 
one of those cycles, with the pre­ 
vailing westerlies moved clear up 
to northern Canada and the tropi­ 
cal easterlies drifting north, carry­ 
ing their hurricanes. That situa­ 
tion caused the heat wave this 
summer, Connie, Diane and n ow 
Ione.” 
Namias says the cycle will not 
last and teat northerners need not 
expect to have to gird themselves 
annually for the big- blows. 
“It is just a climatic fluctua­ 
tion,” he says. “These north and 
south movements of tee line be­ 
tween westerlies 
and easterlies 
have been going on for years. 
Sometimes 
the 
westerlies 
a r e 
down south, which brings Florida 
more cool weather and fewer hur­ 
ricanes. Why it happens we do not 
know, but it always gets back to 
normal after a few years.*’ 
Until they get their westerlies 
back, however, residents of the 
North Atlantic can use a little in­ 
doctrination on what hurricanes 
are. 
By definition, a hurricane is a 
“violent windstorm in the W e s t 
Indies.” 


THE 
WORD 
COMES 
f r o m 
“Huracan,” the Carib - language 
term for the extraordinary whirl­ 
wind which, in the China Sea and 
East Indies, is called a “typhoon.” 
A British admiral. Sir Francis 
Beaufort, in 1806 described offi­ 
cially how much of a blow it takes 
to get “hurricane” rating. H i s 
i Beaufort scale starts with “O’’ 


describe 
a 
period 
of complete 
calm and moves up to “12” which 
means hurricane winds “that no 
canvas could withstand.” Modern 
weathermen, more interested in 
wind speed than in the force nec­ 
essary to rip sail stitching, h a v e 
picked 75 miles an hour as the 
counterpart of Beaufort’s “No. 12” 
blow. ' 
Heavy rains and high tides that 
customarily 
accompany 
hurri­ 
canes cause most of the trouble. 
Records since 1900 attribute three- 
quarters of hurricane deaths to 
high water. 


AT THE CENTER of the whirl­ 
wind, the hurricane “eye” may be 
as much as 50 miles wide and, 


from that area of central calm, 
the turbulence may 
extend as 
much as 250 miles in each direc­ 
tion. 
Since 1873 tee Weather Bureau 
has been tracking the blows and 
now a special hurricane teletype 
sends 
detailed 
warnings - ahead 
over circuits running from the 
Gulf Coast to Boston. 
An average of IO hurricanes a 
year blows up between the Carib­ 
bean and Atlantic but, in a nor­ 
mal year, only one in five hits the 
U.S. mainland. 
“There have been no more hur­ 
ricanes 
than 
usual 
in 
recent 
years,” says Namias, “But they 
have been off course, so we feel 
teem and publicize them.”

three acres fill out the same re­ 
turns as were required from farm­ 
ers. They had to give in and con­ 
cede that it was possible to lie 
on more than three acres and not 
be a farmer. 
There is still another side of 
the story that Farm Journal does 
not tell. It concerns what happens 
to farmers who wake up some 
dawn and realize their neighbors 
are country slickers. 
The slickers won’t be worth the 
powder to blow teem up as far 
as lending a hand with the work 
is concerned. They will be full of 
big ideas about how to improve 
the countryside and 
teach 
cats 
how to drink milk, but they won’t 
know how to round up a stray 
cow 
or 
why 
their 
pet 
dogs 
shouldn’t be a l l o w e d 
to 
sun 
through a field of ripe wheat. 
They will want to improve the 
school system by building a bet­ 
ter schoolhouse and hiring more 
teachers. But they will net want 
to grapple with the arithmetic of 
school levies. 
They will not want to be patient 
about party-line problems on the 
telephone. They will invite their 
friends to come out and 
shoot 
everything in sight when bunting 
season opens. They will find it 
difficult to understand why it’s a 
hanging offense in RFD to leave 
a 
gate 
open, 
tamper 
with 
a 
barbed wire fence or enjoy the 
sight cf a dairy herd in full gal­ 
lop. 
They will make pests of them­ 


selves trying to 
ask 
intelligent 
questions and striving to devlop 
w’hat they consider a rural point 
of view. They will need to 
be 
pulled out of the ditch when it 
snows. They will try to interfere 
with the priority tables of town­ 
ship and county road repair. 
They will mope about in adora­ 
tion of the great outdoors 
and 
make bona fide ruralites feel like 
chumps for being too preoccupied 
with their chores to mope with 
them. They will dress up in out­ 
landish costumes 
and 
work on 
weekends when decent folk are 
observing the Sabbath. 
It is no wonder farmers flee to 
town to work. If they could find 
a place with a view, they would 
flee there to live. Country slick­ 
ers are making the farmers yearn 
to be city rubes so they can have 
a little ortacc and quiet.

Central-America Beckons 


SANTA ANA. Costa Rica 
“Go south young man, go south—to Central 
America,” seems to be the modern version of 
an old saying. Thousands of young North Ameri­ 
cans, mostly veterans, are following the sug­ 
gestion. 
Most of teem, unfortunately, ultimately de­ 
part wiser but poorer. 
Yet there are many success stories, and. 
without exception they all leave their mark on 
these five sleepy, underdeveloped republics. 
Many of the old-time Central Americans resent 
the energy and initiative of these “Americanos’* 
who bring in modern know-how and new ideas. 
But most thinking Central Americans welcome 
them and watch their bustling activity with 
wistful envy. 


There are definitely opportunities for young 
Norte Americans to be successful, provided 
they do not fall into the easy-going Latin ways 
of life and just “watch the world go by.** 


ONE OF THE MAJOR inducements seems to 
be that—once established as a resident over a 
year—a U.S. citizen does not have to pay in­ 
come tax to Uncle Sam out of his earnings. 
Except for Guatemala and Honduras, there are 
local income taxes. But they are minor, and 
the fact is, that Latin-American governments 
are almost as lax in collecting them as the 
citizens are in paying. 
Plenty of undeveloped elbow room is another 
inducement. The five Central American repub­ 
lics together cover about 170,000 square miles, 
as much as California plus Connecticut and 
New Jersey. By contrast, the population is only 
8*4 million, compared to almost 20 million for 
those three states. 
There are thousands of acres of fertile land 
available for the asking and a ready market 
for most agricultural or consumer goods prod­ 
ucts. 
Former Air Force Pilot A. R. (Ray) Tre- 
leaven of New York City and his attractive 
blonde wife, Mona, from South Carolina, are 
typical of the many success stories in this 
area. 


AS TOURISTS, they traveled through Costa 
Rica and were entranced by the mild, year- 
round climate and the easy-going method of 
living. Ray asked about employment possibili­ 
ties. There were none for North Americans, he 
found. 'If you wanted to make your living in 
these countires, you had to go into business for 
yourself. 
Through quiet inquiries Ray learned that 
there was a crying need for fresh chickens, 
properly packed and attractively merchandised. 
The average method of buying a chicken in 
Central America was—and still Is in most of 
the countries—to go to the public market and 
buy a live, scrawny “polio,” bring him home 
alive and stake him out in the patio for a 
week or more while you fed him grain and 
other food to fatten him up. Thereafter, you 
kill and clean the bird yourself. The bird usual­ 
ly turns out to be tough and only fit for stew­ 
ing anyway. 
Neither Senor Treleven, as he Is now re­ 
spectfully known here, nor his senora knew 
anything about raising chickens. But they had 
an idea and carried it through with typical 
North American energy. 
Ray and Mona returned to the United States 
and took a summer course in animal husbandry 
at Cornell University, specializing in modern 
methods of raising, killing, packing and mer­ 
chandising broilers. 


WITH ONLY A FEW thousand dollars left, 
they returned to Costa Rica in 1951, purchased 
some land near here and ordered 5,000 day­ 
old chicks flown down from New Orleans. Using 
the modern feeding and packaging methods he 
had learned at Cornell, Ray soon found him­ 
self with 5,000 fat birds, attractively packaged 
in cellophane, sitting in a commercial deep 
freeze in San Jose. 
But no one wanted them. They were some­ 
thing new and unknown. Ray halted growing 
operations and took up direct selling to stores, 
selling IO birds here and five there to suspicious 
local shopkeepers. 
Within two months, the North American couple 
found themselves completely swamped by de­ 
mands for their fat, attractively packaged 
chickens. Their success was assured.

LISBON — It looks like drainage 
of Guilford Lake will have to wait 
another year. 
According to State Rep. Clar­ 
ence L. Wetzel of Lisbon, the fish 
management section of the State 
Division of Wildlife has plans to 
conduct a three - year fish - re­ 
moval program at the lake. Early 
this summer, Wetzel said the 400- 
acre lake, seven miles west of Lis­ 
bon, would be drained this fall to 
promote better fishing. 
The state staged a fish - remov­ 
al program last year at Guilford. 
Some anglers said they have no­ 
ticed better results. 
Wetzel said a siphon system he 
suggested will be used when the 
lake eventually is drained. A 36- 
inch steel siphon pipe will be in­ 
stalled in October, he said. Com­ 
plete drainage of the lake is im­ 
possible. However, an outlet in the 
dam permits the lake to be flushed 
and lowered more than seven feet 
during the winter.

Disaster Could Strike 
America Warned On Water 
Shortage Peril By Experts

WASHINGTON UP — America’s 
thirsty cities, factories and farms 
today are scooping water from the 
nation’s rain barrel with a giant 
dipper. There’s trouble ahead. 
Men have fought and died for 
water. Civilizations have perished 
for lack of it, and experts warn 
disaster could strike again unless 
U. S. communities awaken to the 
danger. 
President Eisenhower u n d e r - 
scbred the urgency of the problem 
last year when he sot up a cabinet 
committee on water resources and 
declared: 
“If we are to advance agricul­ 
turally and industrially we must 
make the best use of every drop of 
water which falls on our soil or 
which can be extracted from the 
oceans ” 
More than 1,000 American cities 
and towns have water shortage 
problems. More and more, they 
are reaching out — sometimes hun­ 
dreds of miles — for additional 
water supplies to keep pace with 
the 20th century’s “explosion” of 
population and the vast expansion 
of industry since World War II. 
Denver, fastest growing city in 
the mountain West, reports, for ex­ 
ample, tha‘t without more water 
Its industrial growth will be stopped 
dead by 1963. 
Underground water tables are re­ 
ported lowering in most of the 
United States—alarmingly in some 
regions — with the drop averaging 
40 feet from Texas to California in 
recent years. This summer ground­ 
water tables dropped to all-time 
record low levels in many states. 
Even the humid East is feeling 
the pinch. 
Wells in Atlantic City, N. J., used 
to flow at 20 to 25 feet above sea 
level. Now the ground-water level 
has dropped to 85 feet below the 
sea. 
Over-pumping of wells to supply 
mushrooming populations and in­ 
dustry has led to the seepage of salt 
water into fresh water supplies 
along coastal areas — notably in 
California. New Jersey, Long Is­ 
land. N. Y., Louisiana and Florida 
—•and in Los Angeles it has caused 
the land to sink eight feet in some 
spots. 
But what gives nightmares to 
federal and state authorities is the 
possible long-range effect on hu­ 
man health arising from the flush­ 
ing of millions of tons of noxious 
chemicals, oils, acids, grease and 
other industrial waste into the na­ 
tion’s waterways. 
Amid growing countrywide short­ 
ages, one out of every seven cities 
w|th a 10,000-plus population has to 
restrict the use of water at times. 
Average U. S. rainfall is 30 inches 
a yeJT — some 4.300 billion gal­ 
lons a day — ranging from 120 
inches in the Pacific Northwest to 
less than five inches in the arid 
southwest plains. 
Altogether, that’s enough water 


| to fill a lake the size of the state 


I of California 50 feet deep. 
The U. S. Geological Survey, 
which keeps track of water sup­ 
plies, says American farms, homes 
and factories withdraw about 200s 
billion gallons a day from wells, 
lakes and streams. 
Thus actual usage is only a drop 
in the bucket compared to the 
enormous amount that falls as! 
rain. But untold billions of gallons 
are lost as they evaporate or run 
off to the sea. And much of our 
surface water is so polluted it is 
no longer fit for use; in the words 
of the U. S. Health Department, 
much of it is “sick water.” 
Moses saved his people from 
thirst by smiting a rock and bring­ 
ing forth water. Modern science 
may have to perform a 20th cen­ 
tury versions of the same miracle.

Fifth Visit To Antarctic 
Siple Begins Preparations 
For Another Trip To Pole

jyear of research and trying to | 
WASHINGTON (J*) — In 1928, a keep warm. 
Boy Scout named Paul Siple jour­ 
neyed to the bottom of the world. 
The trip, in large measure, set 
the course of his life. 
That was the year Ohio-born 
Paul, out of 600,000 applicants, was 
chosen to accompany Adm. Rich­ 
ard E. Byrd’s first expedition to 
the South Pole region. 
Since then, he has gone on three 
other 
trips 
with 
Byrd 
to 
the 
Antarctic. 
Today he is busy getting ready 
for his fifth, this time as top civil­ 
ian adviser to Byrd and Capt. 
George Dufek, task force com­ 
mander of “ O p e r a t i on Deep 
Freeze.’* 
This operation, which starts in 
November and will last perhaps 
five years, will consist of investi­ 
gations by scientists from 14 coun­ 
tries, including Russia. 
Now a robust man of 46, Dr. 
Siple is regarded as one of the 
foremost experts in the nation on 
cold weather. The Navy has bor­ 
rowed him for the trip from the 
Army, for which he has been sci­ 
entific adviser to the chief of re­ 
search and development. 
Dr. Siple, a native of Mont­ 
pelier, Ohio, and later resident of 
Erie, Pa., views “ Operation Deep 
Freeze’’ as the most challenging 
exploration to which he has been 
assigned. 
This stems partly from the fact 
that he is the Navy’s choice to 
lead a staff of scientists who will 
be based for a year exactly at 
the South Pole. 
“ No one has ever lived there 
for more than two or three days— 
and that was during the summer 
when the temperature is around 
zero,’’ Siple told an interviewer. 
“ But in the winter, the tempera­ 
ture gets in excess of IOO degrees 
below zero. The only living thing 
there is a Skua Gull. Our biggest 
problem will be the struggle to 
stay alive. 
“ It is probably the coldest spot 
in the world.’’ 
Actually, there is some doubt 
that the Navy will be able to build 
the 
station 
at the South Pole 
where Dr. Siple hopes to live. 
First, it must be determined 
whether 
people 
can 
be 
landed 
there. Then the construction crew 
will have to build the three pre­ 
fabricated buildings with pieces 
dropped from airplanes. 
Adding to the difficulties, the 
planes will be flying from % 700 
miles iway. 
But if everything works 
out, 
Siple and his crew will move in 
sometime in 1957. Then comes a 


“ It will be so cold that when it1 
gets to 60 or 70 below we’ll have 
to warm our fuel in order to 
make it flow,’* Siple said. 
“The houses? They’ll be pre­ 
fabricated, with aluminum on the 
outside and fiber glass and ply­ 
wood on the inside.’’ 
. Understandably, Siple and the 
others don’t plan skiing or any 
other outdoor activities when the 
temperature hits around 90 below. 
“ It gets awfully hard to breathe 
when it gets that cold,** he said. 
“ Furthermore, we’ll be on an alti­ 
tude of about 10,000 feet. Most of 
our work will be inside.” 
For outdoor movements, the ex­ 
plorers will wear specially de­ 
signed clothing — including solid 
masks for the face and heavy mit- 
tens and shoes for the hands and 
feet. No one will wear furs. 
Siple speaks of all this with 
complete absorption in his subject. 
Asked how his wife felt when he 
told her he was going to Antartica 
again, he replied with a smile: 
“ When we were married in 1936 
she voluntarily told me she’d nev­ 
er hold me back. She never has.’*

I minimum is about twice that num­ 
ber. The same condition causes the 
prevailinig habit of screwing a 
multiple-wire plug into a single 
socket so that the owner of the 
house can have three lamps run­ 
ning off a single outlet. 
There are certain spots in every 
house that require good lighting 
for the sake of safety. These ace 
places, such as stairs leading to 
the basement and any other stair­ 
way in the house proper, \ porches 
and outside steps particularly when 
there is a platform, hallways where 
darkness anay cause a person to 
run into an open closet door or fall 
over a toy or other obstruction. 
According to the council, bed­ 
rooms and kitchens are the scene 
of most home accidents, no doubt 
because the occupants of a house 
feel that caution is not essential 
when entering them in darkness. 
Actually, no room should be with­ 
out a switch immediately inside 
the door, so that one could have 
light when entering. 
One of the best investments a 
home owner could make would be 
in night-lights, low-voltage shielded 
bulbs which give just enough light 
to make a hallway or bathroom a 
safe area.

On ‘Blind Attic’ 


It Should Be Treated 
As Another Room 


Few home owners realize how 
Important it is to treat the attic 
as another room, and how essen­ 
tial it is to have it light,’ adequate­ 
ly heated or cooled and venti­ 
lated. 
None of these things can be ac 
complished with what is known as 
a blind attic — one without win­ 
dows or louvers and without a 
ready means of access. A blind at­ 
tic, even though insulated, will re­ 
sult. in red-hot ceilings in t h e 
rooms below during torried weath­ 
er and ice-cold conditions during 
the winter. 
Many people are under the im­ 
pression that insulating the f l o o r 
of an attic automatically takes care 
of everything. They are wrong, 
because any material, even insu­ 
lation, is capable of getting hot 
or being chilled. 
Insulation prevents the passage 
of heat or cold through itself to 
some degree, but when insulation 
is in a red-hot attic and lying di­ 
rectly on a ceiling, it is not long 
before the ceiling gets as hot as 
the attic. 
Every attic should be capable 
of being entered by means of 
stairs, ladders or hatches. This is 
essential in case of roof leaks, 
storm damage or other emergen­ 
cies. Every attic should have at 
least two windows or louvers for 
light and ventilation. And t h e y 
should be adjusted in sensible re­ 
lation to the prevailing weather. 
Every lumber yard or building 
supply company c a r r y various 
types of attic louvers — round, 
square, 
rectangular 
a n d 
fan­ 
shaped. It is not too difficult to 
take out a small portion of the 
wall and install one of them. The 
additional comfort and the actual 
improvement in the house w i l l 
make the effort worthwhile.

Solution Found To 
Drywall Problem 


Here’s Way To Obtain 
More Height In Ceiling 


Nails that “pop” to m ar the ap­ 
pearance of beautiful walls have! 
long been one of the biggest prob­ 
lems in gypsum board drywall con. 
itruction, 
extensively u s e d 
in | 
homes in all price ranges. 
Many a purchaser has been dis­ 
mayed after moving into his new 
house, to discover nail heads pro-' 
t r u d i n g to disfigure otherwise 
smooth walls which were a source 
of pride. 
Often the nail “popping” does 
not occur until weeks or months 
after the house has been finished 
and the walls decorated, when the 
wood into which the nails are driv­ 
en has had a chance to season. 
As far back as 1948, when dry-j 
wall construction first began to be 
widely accepted, leading drywall 
applicators soon found that in nail 
“popping” they had a major prob­ 
lem. 
Deluged with complaints and de-; 
rn ands for expensive repairs from 
dissatisfied home buyers, t h e y 
came to the conclusion that ordin­ 
ary nails just wouldn’t hold dry­ 
wall satisfactorily. 
They put the problem up to a 
n a i l manufacturer who, for 20 
years, had been developing thread­ 
ed nails for many applications. 
The result was Stronghold dry­ 
wall nails, with scientifically engi­ 
neered threads which “lock” with 
the wood fibers, giving s e v e r a l 
times the holding power of ordin­ 
ary smooth shank nails. They ac­ 
tually gain holding power as the 
wood into which they are driven 
seasons. 
The nails were hailed by builders 
and drywall applicators the country 
over as the answer to successful 
application of gypsum board dry­ 
wall.

Screen Storage Cabinet 
Isn’t Difficult To Make

Most people who have bought a 
house recently are aware of the 
fact that ceilings are no longer 
as high as they used to be. 
The cause is the simple fact 
that it costs far more to build 
than it used to, so the builders 
construct houses with an 8-foot 
ceiling, and even a 7-foot, 6-inch 
ceiling, instead of the 9- and 
10-foot ceilings of our forefather’s 
day. It is quite true that a house 
with high ceilings is more diffi­ 
cult to heat, just as it is also 
true that the higher the ceiling 
the cooler the room. 
Eight or IO inches in the height 
of a ceiling can make ? tremen­ 
dous difference, and the person 
who wants a fairly high ceiling 
in his new house can have it for 
very little additional money. 
The first of the drawings shown 
here illustrates the manner in 
which 95 out of IOO of the new 
houses 
are being built. 
T h e 


heavy, square timber is the gir­ 
der usually located centrally be­ 
neath a floor, and the f l o o r 
joists rest upon it as shown. Nat­ 
urally, the floor laid over the 
joists v in be IO inches above the 
girder if 10-inch joists are used.

“ It’s better to look before you 
leap,” said R. D. McKinney of 
Kansas State College. 
He said the $35,000 figure for a 
farming operation includes t h e 
prospective farm er’s own money, 
livestock, machinery, farm land, 
lf any, plus the value of machinery 
he can borrow or rent, plus again 
rent land and money he can bor­ 
row. 
McKinney asserted that if t h e 
total of all these is less than $35,- 
000, the prospective farmer will do 
well to look around for either more 
land or more money.

America is fast re-discovering 
home life.’' Construction of new 
homes and the remodeling of old 
ones are m ajor present-day indus­ 
tries. 
*' 
Suburban housing developments 
have mushroomed around every 
m ajor town and small towns have 
been built up so much that former 
residents have difficulty recogniz­ 
ing them. Construction of 
giant 
drive-in shopping centers in 
the 
towns and suburbs has consolidated 
this m ass move to the country. 
“Back to the land!’* was 
the 
periodic cry of social reform ers 
who held that a closer association 
with the soil was the cure-all for 
the evils of city life. However, the 
new interest in home life is 
a 
“ grass roots” development n o t 
arising from social reform. 
Some hold that the new impor­ 
tance of homes is a natural result 
of the disruptions of war, others 
that television brought new interest 
in the comfort and appearance of 
the home. All agree that the mass 
movement to the hinterlands has 
brought about a m ajor change in 
our mode of living. It has affected 
transportation, the course of mod­ 
ern merchandising, and even the 
clothes men wear. 
Men’s clothes no longer identify 
their profession, as they did for 
some centuries. But contemporary 
m en’s clothes do reflect m ajor in­ 
terests, such as the present one in 
suburban living. 
This is apparent this fall in the j 
new m en’s wear fabrics. All have a 
“ well-bred country character” — 
the 
rugged 
strength 
associated 
with country life—but they are tail­ 
ored for business wear. 
Durable worsted flannels, tweeds 
of definite character—wool chevi­ 
ots, shetlands and saxonies — and 
worsted suitings in textured weaves 
are the leading fall suitings and 
sports-coat fabrics. All of t h e s e 
had at one tim e a strong associa­ 
tion with country living. 
The prominent topcoat and over­ 
coat fabrics — small herringbone 
patterned tweeds, subtly-patterned 
glen plaid worsteds, bold overplaid 
velours — these, too, have t h e 
qualities 
for town and 
country 
wear. 
Colors of fall m en’s w ear are def­ 
inite, avoiding a middle-of-the-road 
course without straying into t h e 
garish. Black is widely used to 
strengthen other colors and height­ 
en patterns.

Black with brown, black w i t h 
darker grays and grayed black as 
a background for accents of bright 
coloring are typical of the positive 
color styling used in m en’s wear 
fabrics. 
Black and dark brown are blend­ 
ed in the fiber before the yarn is 
spun in some of the handsomest 
worsted flannels. 
W arm medium brown is

The fine texture combines a me­ 
dium blue on the surface, brown 
within the weave pattern and a 
faint decoration of bright blue in 
the brown area of the minute pat­ 
tern.

Grandmother 
Makes Name 
As Designer 


MILW AUKEE — (UP) — Flor­ 
ence Eiseman, a Milwaukee de-j 
signer, calls her most popular sell­ 
ing item brother - sister “go-to­ 
gether s.” 
The go-togethers, designed and 
created with 
utmost 
care 
and 
thought to their prospective wear­ 
ers, are only the first in a long 
line of children’s creations that 
have won Mrs. Eiseman national 
recognition. 
Mrs. Eiseman is a tiny, 55-year- 
old grandmother, whose love for 
children and desire to see them 
well - dressed is evident in every’ 
gesture and phrase. 
She started designing before the 
birth of her second son. Robert, 
who is now 24. From there her 
work grew into a business, and 
then mushroomed into a national 
project. 
The national project bore full 
fruit when she was named recent­ 
ly as winner of the 1955 Neiman- 
Marcus award for children’s fash­ 
ions. 
“It has put the stamp of ap­ 
proval on what we’re doing here,” 
was her calm comment on t h e 
award. 
Mrs. Eiseman says her main de-j 
sire is to see simplicity in her de­ 
signs. She works with only the 
finest of fabrics—imported English 
ginghams, Swiss organdies, Irish 
linens. Egyptian cottons and au­ 
thentic Anderson wool plaids. 
Her clothes usually have close to 
five - inch hems and good seams. 
Although they are in the higher- 
priced clothes bracket, they are 
practical in their durability. 
Eiseman clothes for little boys 
are only styled up to 4 years. 
Mrs. Eiseman says 
she 
might 
someday consider other size rang­ 
es, but right now “I have all I 
can handle.” 
One of the trends in the think­ 
ing of the modem mother is, ac­ 
cording to the designer, a desire 
to have her “little boy stop looking 
like a little man.” 
This Mrs. Eiseman has accom­ 
plished in her boys’ line—keeping 
the young men in short pants, but 
avoiding the fussy look that tends 
toward the feminine. 
Her brother-sister go-togethers 
use a lot of the finest linen in 
their makeup, and achieve an ex­ 
quisite simplicity that is attractive 
to the eye, the touch — and to 
many grandfathers-looking for gifts 
for the pride and joy in their fam­ 
ilies. 
“I like colors that are nice and 
clear,” says Mrs. Eiseman, “not 
the muddy fashions you see so oft- 
ti 
en. 
And her clear colors appeal to 
mothers who like to see their chil­ 
dren looking bright and happy. 
However, there is a trend, Mrs. 
Eiseman thinks, for many others 
to search for the clothes that can 
be put in the washing machine 
and don’t require meticulous care. 
Little boys are not clothes-con- 
scious in Mrs. Eiseman’s opinion, 
at least not up to the age of 4, 
but girls are interested in what 
they wear from the age of 2. So 
girls have three separate clothes 
categories. 
For the toddlers, Mrs. Eiseman 
dotes on the clothes hung straight 
from the shoulder — a design that 
flows smoothly and allows a lot of 
action. 
Her little girls category and sis­ 
ter group range up to the age of 12. 
For them she has created the over- 
apron dress that turns one design 
into two separate dresses. Done in 
flowered pique, the effect is com­ 
pletely charming, as well as being 
practical. 
Ample use is made of guimpes 
for the growing girl so that her 
knife-pleated skirts don’t slip and 
slide with the 
usual 
squirming 
around. 
An unusual Eiseman touch is a 
plastron of linen, a removable,bit 
of material that funotions some­ 
what as a bib for the young child, 
and yet adds decoration to i t s 
checked dress. 
Mrs. Eiseman and her husband 
now employ some 75 women in 
their Milwaukee shop. Mrs. Eise­ 
man says that although there are 
many places in this country where 
most children seem to grow up in 
jeans, there are some cities where 
children are dressed in the Euro­ 
pean fashion — with grace, taste, 
and even white gloves. 
And that is Mrs. Eiseman’s ideal 
of children’s fashions.

Experts Can Tell By Clothes 
Where Wearer Lives, Works 


They say you can tell a man’s 
character by the company he 
keeps. It’s often possible to tell 
where he’s from by his clothes. 
The fashion observer with a prac­ 
tised eye goes further. He knows 
a New York advertising man from 
a Chicago banker. He doesn’t have 
to look at the label to know that 
one suit is from Seattle or San 
Francisco, another from Paducah. 
The topcoat hands him his first 
ch'e. A Chesterfield usually means 
a big eastern city, where the style 
first landed from Great Britain. 
The American version is slightly 
modified. In its modern interpreta­ 
tion, it is most often a black and 
white wool herringbone, with either 
a black or gray velvet collar. It is 
single-breasted with a fly front. Or 
the Chesterfield may be of black 
wool melton, a fabric on the slick 
side, with no “nap.” 
In the Midwest, the outstanding 
favorite is the rugged tweed top­ 
coat, with raglan sleeves and bal­ 
macaan collar. Its wearer prefers 
its casual air to formal eastern 
styles. 
The pattern may be one of many 


“sporty” varieties — a wide her­ 
ringbone in tan and white, a blue, 
gray and white pepper-and-salt, a 
brown or gray houndstooth check 
with a faint red overplaid. 
Southwesterners incline to bi g, 
boxy coats with inset sleeves. These 
ultra-virile coats emphasize th e 
shoulders but their long, vertical 
lines keep the wearer looking at 
least his full height. 
They are single-breasted, with 
either fly front or button-through 
closing. The degree of formality or 
informality depends largely on the 
type of wool fabric and pattern. A 
subdued, solid colored wool covert 
or gabardine is suitable. 


Whimsical Pins Add 
Amusing Note For Fall 
Whimsical pins are an amusing 
note for fall. One series in gold 
metal shows tiny phases of a calis­ 
thenics routine.

Cameras Record 
Toll Dishonesty 
NEW PALTZ, N. Y. (UP)—The 
New York State Thruway Author­ 
ity feels it is on safe footing now 
—capable of foiling virtually ev­ 
ery attem pt by toll collectors and 
drivers to cheat on its revenues. 
It’s all done by cam eras.

There are reported to be at least 
139 ways in which collectors and 
truck drivers h a v e cheated toll 
roads, bridges and tunnels across 
I the nation. But Ben Cooper, a toll­ 
gate sleuth, claims he can black 
| them all with the aid of a cam era. 
The Thruway Authority has or- 
| dered 218 of the cam eras, costing 
I about $1,500 each. They will be in-

New York Stale Leads 
Nation In Doll Making 
ALBANY, N. Y. — New York 
state leads the nation in dolls. 
The state’s commerce depart­ 
ment says some 300 firms in the 
state, employing about 9,000 work­ 
ers, 
create, 
m anufacture, 
dress 
and sell 70 per cent of the doll 
population of t h e United States. 
They also make stuffed animals. 
Doll industry sales have doubled 
since 1947, t h e departm ent said 
and were estim ated at more than 
$100,000,000 on the manufacturing 
level last year. 


Rapid advances In cold-weather 
heating methods have b r o u g h t 
abouf a new type of winter outer­ 
wear, typified by the “ suburban 
coat.” 
The average m an’s trips to and 
from work during winter h a v e 
changed radically from a genera­ 
tion or two ago., 
He gets up in a house which can

r^ h t weight for suits in 1900. 
He rides to work in a warm con­ 
veyance, works in centrally-heated 
quarters, and. work done, takes the 
sam e protected means to return to 
his home. 
These 
advances have brought 
about a great lightening of fabrics 
for winter wear. 
The average wool overcoat fab­ 
ric weighed 30 ounces to the yard 
in 1900. while today the average is 
20 to 22 ounces. Many men prefer 
to carry less weight and buy top­ 
coats made of fabric weighing 17 
ounces to the yard, with a remov­ 
able wool liner for the 
coldest 
weather. 
The suburban coat has come into 
being for men who want a shorter 
coat for the brief periods in the 
day when he is exposed to winter 
weather. It falls slightly below the 
hips. 
It is made of fleecy wool velour 
or warm wool tweed and may have 
a quilted wool lining. It is cut •sin­ 


gle-breasted with ample flapped or 
slash pockets for the hands, and 
leather horn buttons. The typical 
overcoat collar is used, equipped 
with a storm tab so that the collar 
m ay be worn up. 
The suburban coat is suitable for 
informal occasions and its practica 
bility assures it a good future with 
the working male. College men 
too, will fin d 'it a good coat for 
wear about the campus.
